L ongtime readers of this esteemed publication may have 
noticed a certain affection — some might term it a “fetish,” 
though we wouldn’t because that’s gross — that some writ- 
ers, past and present, have displayed toward the lovable honey- 
bee over the years. In fact. City Paper founder (and former Loose 
Canon columnist) Bruce Schimmel is himself a beekeeper, so 
you could argue that an affinity for the stingy little bastards 
is ingrained in this paper's very DNA. Ipso facto, when bee news 
comes along, we are required to care, even if we don’t want to. 

Ergo: Breaking News! Last week, the Pennsylvania State 
Beekeepers Association I PSBA) issued a dire warning: Over 
the last few years, about one-third of the country’s bees have 
been dying off — that’s a lot of dead bees — and no one’s sure why. 
Well, that’s not exactly true. Colony Collapse Disorder - the 
term affixed to this phenomenon — could come from any of the 61 
viral, parasitic or environmental elements that can kill off bees en 
masse. Scientists just aren’tsure which, 

This problem isn't exactly new: Commercial beekeepers first 
started noticing large die-offs in bee colonies in the Eastern 
U.S. in late 2006. A few months later, a Penn State researcher quoted 
on sdencedaily.com forewarned, “Because the numberof managed 
honey bee colonies is less than half of what It was 25 years 
ago, states such as Pennsylvania can ill afford these heavy losses.” 



That's because honeybees do more than make honey. Their 
pollination is key to the survival of for instance, Pennsylvania’s 
rather large apple industry: Bees do 90 percent of the pollina- 
tion work. They’re also vital to the cucurbit family — squash, 
cucumbers, gourds and assorted melons, for those of you who slept 
through freshman biology. And things seem to be getting worse : 
“Honey production was at its lowest nationally and in Pennsylvania 
in 2009,” says PSBA president J. Lee Miller. 

But! Allis not lost.Miller says. The

Senate Democrats shelved a last gasp 
at comprehensive climate-change legislation because the 
Republicans wont cooperate, inpart because the corporatist 
right and their propaganda networks — Fox News, talk radio 
— have convinced broad swaths of the public that global 
warming is a fraud.

One of them called him a “usurper;" the 
other (written by unrepentant nabvi st Tom 
Tancredo, no less) called h im “a more seri- 
ous threatto America than al-Oaida." Fox 
Newshappily promoted this derangement 
on its Fox Nation blog. Of course it did. 

And yet, as the Shirley Sherrod hulla- 
balloo evinced, the Wh Ite House is petrified 
of ginned-upFox News scandals, and the 
mainstream media is all too quiescent to 
the right-wing noise machine. 

It’stlme to stop takingthe lunatics seri- 
ously. After all— at least in a world in 
which journalists are more dedicated to 
truth than balance — you can't have yo ur 
own facts.

For a minute, anyway: Because I bring you this week — enjoy it 
while itlasts — good news. Three weeks ago, I described a pecu- 
liar gymnastic featPhilly’s little kids had to perform every time 
they wanted a drink from the adult-height public water fountain 
at Lloyd Hall chi Kelly Drive. The kids' fountain was broken — and 
had been since last summer. Asked why, Fairmount Park director 
Mark Focht described a daunting task: It would be “a major proj- 
ect. It’s not going to be a quick fix or an easy fix. Even when we get 
the parts, I don't know when the work will be completed." 

Woof Earlier this week, I passed the fountain to see that it was, in 
fact, repaired. A hunk of ice spontaneously dislodged itself from 
my frozen heart and drifted gently downstream. It was a small mat- 
ter in a big city, sure — but to some people, it will make a difference. 
A special Man Overboard! kudos, therefore, to Hiilly Parks & Rec! 

And just think: What else might be repaired with a little nudging? 

Because if a public drinking fountain can remain broken, in plain 
view, for nearly a year, one wonders what might need fixing behind 
the closed doors and within the nooks and crannies — not just of 
the parks, but of the city, and ofthe great commonwealth itself 

Plenty, I assure you. But we at City Paper get only the faint- 
est glimpses — sometimes catching a small hint, often reeling 
in an empty hook. Which brings me finally to the point of this 
column.This week, the media

Maybe because WikiLeaks is doing something newspapers ought 
to more often '.asking its readers for tips, admitting to its readers 
that they know better: The more deeply I’ve delved into investiga- 
tions, the more obvious the need for a good tip has become. Without 
tips, there is merely data, and oceans of it. Yet the meager tip, a 
simple subject-verb-object combo sometimes, can suddenly order 
that data and extract from it a useful truth. But while reporters 
regularly hobnob with their contacts in high places, rarely do drey 
make an appeal to the best source drey have: their readers. 

Maybe it’s seemed a little unseemly — but this week, WikiLeaks 
blew the notion that the reporter knows best apart for good. And 
so we're putting out the call, climbing the crow's nest, manning the 
night watch — looking out foryour tips: Harrisburg bureaucrats, 
DEP inspectors. Gambling Board lackies, legislative aides, City 
Council members, mayoral press teams, map-drawers, paper- 
pushers, document-signers, public defenders, assistant district 
attorneys, homeless shelter operators, cops, inmates — everybody. 

Andespecially you, readers. Whatever you do, whereveryou 
live, whateveryour own proverbial broken water fountain — you 
know more about it than we do, so drop a line. Let’s see what else 
needs patching around here.

KIDS ARE DIFFERENT 

Should Joseph Ligon spend the rest of his life 
in jail for a crime he committed at 15? 

By Matt Stroud 

J oseph Ligon is the longest-serving inmate in Pennsylvania’s 
prison system. He's 73, and with the exception of one transfer 
for a court appearance in 1972, he’s spent the last 57 years at 
the State Correctional Institution at Graterford, about 45 minutes 
northwest of Philadelphia. Ligon's case is so old that the state doesn't 
even host his docket sheet on its online U nified Judicial System. 

According to a July 16 appeal filed to the Court of Common 
Pleas by Bradley Bridge of the Defender Association of 
Philadelphia, Ligon’s story goes something like this: Ligon, then 
15, and a group of young friends were hanging out in South 
Philadelphia in Februaiy 1953, and coerced an adult into buying 
them wine from a liquor store. They got drunk, and tried to rob 
people on the street. Two people were stabbed to death. 

Police said Ligon eventually admitted that he was in the group 
of boys who had run amok in South Philly, and that he had stabbed 
one person in the chest. Ligon was found guilty on two counts of 
first-degree murder and sentenced to life without parole. 

Unless state law changes, he’ll spend the rest of his life locked up 
fora crime he committed at 15. 

Ligon’s case is representative of a debate playing out in states 
all over the country on the propriety of sentencing juveniles to life 
without the possibility of parole. Here in Pennsylvania, state Rep. 
Kenyatta Johnson, D-Philadelphia, has proposed HB 1999, which 
would give juvenile offenders sentenced to life terms the oppor- 



tunity to go before a parole board at age 31, and every three years 
thereafter. For Ligon, this would mean at least one last chance of 
freedom. He’s not alone: Pennsylvania has more juvenile lifers 
than any other state in the country, about 450. 

Bridge's appeal is based on theU.S. Supreme Court’s opinion in 
the Graham a. Florida case, which the Court handed down in May 
(Naked City, “Don't Throw Awuy the Key,” Matt Stroud, June 1(. In 
Graham , the Supreme Court ruled that sentencingjuveniles to life 
without parole for non-homicide crimes is unconstitutional. 

But it didn’t apply to Ligon, a convicted muidcrer. However, 
Bridge argues, “The Supreme Court underscored that in determin- 
ing the constitutionality of a punishment, courts must 'look beyond 
historical conceptions’ to the 'evolving standards of decency that 
mark the progress of a maturing 
society.’ . . . [TJhe court relied on 
scientific and psychological studies 
distinguishing minors from adults 
know I’ve to reach the conclusion that it was 

Changed . ” cruel andunusualto considerjuve- 
niles as morally culpable as adults 
convicted of the same crimes. . . . Put simply, kids are different” 
Thatthinking is consistent with the legislation Johnson pro- 
posed this spring. 

“People need to serve time for their crimes," says Johnson, 36, 
who ran afoul of the law as a teenagerand was sentenced to juve- 
nile probation. “But people do change. ... When you commit a crime 
as a juvenile, you probably wouldn’t make those same choices 
when you're an adult I want to give people the chance to become 
better people and to be rewarded for that.” 

However, even advocates say the bill has little chance ofbecoming law. 
Meanwhile, Joseph Ligon remains in prison. City Paper was 
unable to reach Ligon. However, one of his accomplices that long-

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of the space to its already renowned craft beer taps and a food con- 
cept he’s keeping close to his chest. (A music-restaurant hybrid prob- 
ably wouldn't work; in 1997, Simons infamously turned up noses 
trying to host morning brunch and evening rock in the concert area.) 

It’s a development that’s sent tremors through the scene despite 
the fact that until now there's been no official announcement 
beyond a note on the website stating, cagily, “There will be no shows 
at The Khyber in the month of August.” Maybe he was wavering on 
the decision, or maybe that's just the way Simons plays things; he 
was similarly elusive about the club being for sale earlier this year. 

This will bring to an end a tradition that predates the Simons fam- 
ily's ownership and stretches back to the 1 970s when Serrill Headley 
(mother of eventual terrorist David Coleman Headley) ran the space as 
a bohemian jazz club of sorts — complete with imported beer, Pakistani 
tapestries, upright piano, upstairs wine bar, a phalanx of buxom bar- 
maids and a purported friendly ghost. Though the scene in Headley's 
Khyber Pass was a world away from the grungy glory of the Simons' 
Khyber (Stephen's older brother David owned the club until 1996), 
both possessed eerily similar senses of community. You can’t help but 
wonder how much the spirit of (or in) the building itself purportedly 
a bar of some sort continuously since 1876 — has shaped its history. 

As The Khyber prepares to close the books on live music, we tried 
to catch up with as many people who were pnrt of its music story as 
we could. This proved to be an exercise in futility. Nearly everyone 
in Philadelphia music has a stake in the Khyber’s past.

When I started in 1975 it was one narrow room with a piano in the 
front by the door. I was the person who christened the new room. I 
would turn ofT the jukebox and play 40 minutes on, 20 minutes off 
from 9 till 1:30. .. . There were rumors of a ghost who roamed the 
building. I remember stories of scissors going up and down the steps. 

. . . We had some Vietnam vets, we had college-age kids, we had guys 
with black leather jackets who offered to get rid of my car for me. 
They meant it. I was complaining about my car and they asked me if 
I had insurance and they said they’d take care of it for me.

’CAUSE I’M A CREEPOID 

How four Phily indie thugs found their sound.

ete Urban takes a drag off his cigarette and laughs about a 
phrase friends use to discuss his band. 

“Indie thug.” 

If all you know of Creepoid is the drifty, echoing folk tones on their 
Yellow Life Giver 7-inch, the descriptor mi ght strike you as dead wrong. 

You just need to spend more time with the band. Urban, for 
instance, reminisces about getting in rumbles after playing shows 
with his old group The G (which also featured Creepoid’s hus- 
band-wife team Pat and AnnaTroxell). 

As we walk into the row home on the Manayunk hills housingthe 
band's studio (and the Troxells), Fm greeted by a pitbull. Genni is 
an 8-year-old rescue who couldn’t be more docile and friendly But still, 
“People get freaked out by her, "Urban says. “Cause she’s a pit, yknow?" 

Next, study the band’s own pedigree. Ten years ago. Urban and 
PutTroxell, natives ofWillow Grove, forewent college to hitchhike 
to Austin, work long nights at clubs like Emo's and play in hardcore 
and noise rock bands. They returned to Philadelphia and formed 
The G, a righteous combination ofTbuch Me I’m Sick” fuzz-pedal 
riff's and Anna Troxell’s fierce vocal delivery. 

So how'dthey arrive at the doorstep oflush, languid psychedelic rock?

t C I THE SUCCESS OF Francis Veber’s inane 1998 farce The Dinner Game was 
nearly impossible to understand given its sub-Benigni humor, but it at least pulled 
no punches. Jay Roach’s remake keeps the premise — a rising exec’s guest for a party 
in which attendees compete to bring the biggest idiot complicates his life — but it dis- 
tances itself from the original's inherent mean-spiritedness, insistent on preserving 
the Hkability of its stars. Paul Rudd isTim, an ambitious financial analyst who could 
clinch a coveted promotion by playing along with boss Bruce Greenwood’s cruel games. 
But no sooner is the subject broached than he begins to feel guilty, agreeing only when 
he literally runs into Barry (Steve Carell), whose hobby is creating dioramas with 
taxidermied mice. As soon as Barry enters Tim’s life,

In Nadia Hironaka and Matthew Suib’s video diptych White 
Sands, a soundtrack of bewitching strings and electronics per- 
formed by members of Espers and Bardo Pond — as well as audio 
clips sourced from a feral military control room — complements 
a rapid-fire array of black-and-white images of 1-foot-tall ants, 
blighted homes, abstract war paraphernalia, a glistening sun, a 
retching volcano, drifting sand dunes (or are those snow-capped 
mountains?) and one lone person in the desert armed with a metal 
detector. Phew. Oddly, despite this over-stimulation, the viewer’s 
senses never fry. In fact, watching White Sands is gently intoxicat- 
ing, like going under with a doctor’s knowing hand in yours. 

The fairly obvious subtext in the video are the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan- (Brilliantly, Hironaka and Suib filmed it at the White 
Sands National Monument in New Mexico, the site of the first 
atomic-bomb explosion and still an active military grounds.) The 
woman (or man, it's hard to tell) traversing the sand dunes is an 
especially effective conceit: What is she doing with a metal detec- 
tor? Is she trying to make sense of the desert with it, to hear its 
thoughts? Or perhaps the symbolism is more straightforward: A 
person doggedly looks for resources, for hours and hours, in a hos- 
tile terrain with an ineffective instrument. 

Inside Locks Gallery, White Souls is situated opposite The Fall 
(pictured), a shorter, more mystical piece by Hironaka and Suib. The 
same soundtrack follows a white horse in the woods of northwest- 




ern Pennsylvania, as it rocks back and forth in ecstasy. Like White 
Sands, The Fall will politely put you in a trance, but it lacks the sub- 
stance of the former video, so the daze can feel like a cheap high. 

“Whiteout" is Hironaka and Suib’s first exhibit since the closure 
of Screening, their Chinatown-based video art gallery. Unlike some 
of us, they’re unsentimental about its demise. 

“Screening was never intended to be a permanent or even long- 
term fixture," say the husband-and-wife team over e-mail. “Did 
it expand access [to video artj? Well, we don’t have numbers to 
verify, but at the very least, wo were able to facilitate the Philly 
debut of a number of very acclaimed artists in Philly — Takeshi 
Murata, Kelly Richardson, Lars Laumann, Michael Bell-Smith 
— and were the only space in Philly, other than the little black box 
at PMA [Philadelphia Museum of Artl , where gallery-goers could 



count on seeing artworks on film and video X 
every month."

tr ey POPP, who started reviewing restau- 
rants for CltyPaper'n 2006, has moved on to become 
the restaurant critic at Pfu/ade/p/i/a magazine. While 
we'll certainly miss Trey, I'm excited to introduce 
hi s replacement Adam Erace. who's spent th e last 
three years wearing the critic's hatat Philadelphia 
Weekly. His byline will begin appearing in City Paper 
next Thursday. Aug. 5. 

City Paper. Our departing critic drew comparisons 
to Mark Twain based on his globe-trotting back- 
ground. If you had to compare your writing style 
to a literary figure, who would it be? 

Adam Erace: I like to think if Chuck Palahniukstar- 
ted writing restaurant reviews instead of hilarious, 
tightly wound dark novels, they might sound like 
mine.

WELL ENOUGH 

Sporadically good food is keeping the Wishing 
Well out of the gastropub conversation.

I t takes some cqjones to serve the SHAME burger, a dastardly 
coronary -wich of ground beef, scrapple, American cheese and 
a fried egg on a Kaiser rolL (SHAME stands for “scrapple 
hamburgers are meaty eating," an irrefutable 
proclamation. ) And it takes some, er, thymus 
glands to come up with a turkey burger layered 
with fried sweetbreads, slaw and buffalo sauce. 

Both of these colorful concoctions are on the 
menu at the Wishing Well, which opened in 
Bella Vista in the spring — and they're a needed novelty, given its 
thoroughly nondescript interior. These old taproom bones have 
housed a series of short-lived restaurants (Pht Bombino’s and, 
before that, Meze), and a gastropub is a good fit for the long, dark 
space. There’s an almost purposeful avoidance of character in the 
unassuming shades of cream, the high and low cherry wood tables 
and chairs, the slate tiled Boor. A few shaded sconces and framed 




photographs of Phillyscapes seem like token additions to an 
unimaginative decor. Butifs not necessarily a handicap: Amazing 
gastropubs have grown out of more modest environs than this. 

Co-owner Carmen Cappello, a Philly native who sharpened his 
knives at Atlanta's Ritz-Carlton, seems to have bigambitions, of 
which his creative burgers are only one component. A proponent 
ofSlow Food, he sources his ingredients locally, changes the menu 
seasonally and throws around offal like it’s going out of style. A 
serious beer list includes 12 taps and 50 bottles with all the usual 
local suspects, plus such lesser-knowns as Prism Bitto Honey IPA 
and Left Hand JuJu Ginger Ale. 

All of the elements for gastropub success — daring dishes, 
beer nerdery, nostalgic ’80s soundtrack — would seem to be 
in place here. But so far, the food, divided into “plates," salads 
and burgers, is notrising above average old-school barfare. 
Which is to say, this is a fine place to eat mozzarella sticks and 
poppers, but even modem updates like 
smoked tomato coulis don't make them 
terribly memorable. 

Cappello seems to have a special fond- 
ness for the deep fryer, with plenty of oil- 
sizzled foods to encourage beer consumption. But these efforts 
are hit-or-miss, like overly thick slices of dill pickle whose juice 
outweighed their breading. Reputable fries, skin-on and finger- 
thick, were well-seasoned, if less than crisp. Batter- fried strips 
of firm white catfish fillet would have been terrific if they hadn't 
been paired with a too-piquant buffalo mayo dip, and if they 
hadn't further dampened their bed of those fries.

+ Well Enough 

I regard fusion cuisine 
stuffed into a spring roll 
with suspicion. 

Better were tho Indonesian-inspired fried calnmari 
rings, tender beneath a breaded exterior, redolent of 
peanut and cilantro and paired nicely with a ruby- 
flecked sambal aioli. The coating flaked off too easily, 
making dipping a logistical challenge — it was easier 
to spread the thick sauce on with a fork — but they 
were tasty all the same. 

Normally, I regard any sort of fusion cuisine stuffed 
into a spring roll with suspicion, but the Wishing Well’s 
Southern-fried invention, plump with smoked chicken, 
bacon and collard greens, was a winner, and its side of 

side dip of apple cider foam, on the other hand, was vin- 
egary and pretentious.) 

The edamame falafel burger, meanwhile, was green 
delight on a Kaiser roll. Its fragile fried crust broke open 
to a creamy-textured bean puree spiced with celery seed 
and complemented by a yogurt slather, making it one of 
the more compelling veggie dishes around. 

The non-fried items were also a mixed bag. Deviled 
eggs, an increasingly visible and welcome trend in bar 
staples, were unfortunately over-relished and over- 
boiled. A vegetarian small plate of wild mushrooms, 
served over a bed of truffle oil-drizzled pecorino grits in 
an individual cast-iron skillet, was lackluster despite 
its appealing presentation, with no pecorino or truffle 
flavors coming through. 

A simple arugula salad was cleverly tossed with 
pickled eggs, pickled beets and blue cheese. I might 
have enjoyed it more if the eggs and beets were chopped 
smaller, but that is a minor quibble. 

In keeping with its chef-centric focus, the Wishing 
Well offers a Sunday night family-style dinner. On 
Tuesdays, the kitchen adds another entree option, turn- 
ing out three-course fried chicken dinners on oversize 
white platters for $19, With some fine-tuning, these 
might lure in patrons for destination dining nights. The 
chicken had a nicely gnarled, golden, snappy crust, but 
both the meat and its accompanying cream-based gravy 
could have used more zip. Buttermilk biscuits were cool 
and slightly gummy. On the other hand, the grilled corn, 
a summer substitute for the usual green veggie on the 
plate, came alive with a slather of cumin-spiced butter. 

Desserts are sparse here, but there's a reputable scrawl 
of funnel cake, its sugar-dusted graffiti of airy fried dough 
interspersed with fresh blueberries and strawberries. The 
fruit crisp, which was peach and blueberry on one visit, was 
not terribly crisp at all, but warm and sweet all the same. 

For me, it all came down to the SHAME burger, which, 
for all its hype, should have made a deeper impres- 
sion. I really wanted to love this signature acronym-ed 
sandwich, if only for its joyful embrace of a guilty Amish 
pleasure. The almost curry-like Lancaster scrapple 
spices were an inspired layer of complexity, but even 
with the melty white American cheese and the unctuous 
slab of fried egg, the overcooked, mealy patty was any- 
thing but luscious. In a city where every great bar has a 
delicious burger, the true shame of it was that this one, 
wacky as it may be, was not delicious enough to put the 
Wishing Well on the map.
